MRS. HARDING IS HOVERING 
BETWEEN LIFE AND DEATH 


Little Hope Is Held for Recovery; 
Condition Unchanged 
Today. 

By the Associated Press. 
MARION, QO., .Nov. 11.—Mrs. 


Warren G. Harding was reported 
as hovering between life and death 
today by her physician Dr. Carl W. 
Sawyer, whvu reported her condi- 
tion as unchanged from yesterday. 
Little hope was held for her re- 
covery. 

Dr. Sawyer's daily bulletin on his 
patient’s condition follows: 

“Mrs. Harding had a poor night. 
She feels weak and exhausted this 
morning. Her general condition is 
not so good.” 

A brief bulletin issued by Dr. 
Sawyer last night said: 

“Mrs. Harding had a fairly com- 
fortable day. She has maintained 
the gain which was present this 
morning, but her condition remains 
about the same.”’ 

Mrs. Harding’s old fighting spir- 
it, according to Dr. Sawyer, has 
fled. She is suffering from an old 
kidney trouble with complications 
of many years duration. 

While mistress of the White 
House, Mrs. Harding, with her hus- 
band, inaugurated the custom of 
visiting the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier on each Armistice Day and 
she had been looking forward to 
celebrating the signing of the Ar- 
mistice again today, her friends 
sald.

Mrs. W. Arthur Stickney 
Stopped by Two Negroes 
on Ladue Road While 
Driving Home. 


ROBBERS BLOCK

As Mrs. W. ‘Arthur* Stickney, 
wife of a broker, was driving to- 
wards her home on the St. Louis 
Country Club grounds at 7 o'clock 
last night, two negroes turned a 
Ford car squarely in her path on 
Ladue road, a short distance west 
of Price road, and when she 
stopped, robbed her of jewelry val- 
ued at $15,000 and $85 in cash. 

Ladue road in that section is a 
secluded drive bordering the Coun- 
try Club grounds on the _ north. 
Mrs. Stickney had to apply the 
brakes of her car vigorously to 


avoid collision with the machiné 
turned broadside in the road before 
her. Instantly the negroes ran 
forward, flourishing revolvers, and 
gave her a curt order to raise her 
hands. As she complied they ap- 
proached cautiously, and, seeing 
she was alone, allowed her to drop 
her hands. 
Ill From Fright. 

The account of the robbery was 
given to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today by Stickney, who said his 
wife was too ill from fright to be 
interviewed. He told of the af- 
fair as she had described it to 
him. One of the robbers got in 
the car beside Mrs. Stickney and 
took two rings, a diamond brace- 
let and a pearl necklace, which she 
wore, and took the money from 
her purse. One of the rings was 
set with a large diamond ina circle 
of smaller ones, and the other 
was a diamond solitaire. 

The negro in the car, who was 
the larger of the two, looked close- 
ly at Mrs. Stickney. “Aren't you 
Mrs. Stickney of the County Club?” 
he asked. She assented and he 
said he knew her and had seen her 
often in Clayton. She did not rec- 
ognize him. He told his compan- 
ion not to hurt her—‘“No rough 
stuff; just get the rocks” (dla- 
monds). 

However, the other man was not 
content without a threat. “One 
word out of you,” he said to Mrs. 
Stickney, shaking his fist, “and you 
are dead.”’ 

With an order to Mrs. Stickney 
to continue driving west on Ladue 
road, as fast as she could, the rob- 
bers removed their car and depart- 
ed toward the east, in the direction 
of Clayton and St. Louis. Mrs. 
Stickney drove a few hundred feet 
west into the club grounds and to 
her home, which is northea&t of 
the clubhouse. 

Mrs. Stickney formerly was Mrs. 
Mary Louise Burke .of Georgia. 
Stickney is connected with the 
brokerage firm of A. G. Edwards 
& Sons. They were married in 
Louisville, Ky., last summer.

CFREMONIES HERE 
ON ANNIVERSARY 
OF ARMISTICE DAY 


Schools and Public Build- 
ings Are Closed in Honor 
of Signing of Pact That 
Ended War. 


Today, the sixth anniversary of 
the armistice that ended the 
World War on Nov. 11, 1918, is 
being observed generally as a hol- 
iday. Public and parochial schools, 
municipal offices, courts, banks 
and stock exchanges are _ closed. 
Downtown stores remain open. 

The Gold Star Court of Honor, 
in Kingshighway Memorial boule- 
vard, north of Easton avenue, was 


the scene this afternoon of the 
principal ceremonies marking Ar- 
mistice day. The annual American 
Legion parade was held last Sun- 
day. 

As in past years, at the Court 
of Honor, the rows of trees, 503 
trees in all, dedicated to fallen 
warriors were decorated with 
floral wreaths and fragw In addi- 
tion, a flag and flagpole presented 
to the City of St. Louis by Mr. and 
Mrs. John Dwight Filley in mem- 
ory of their son, Lieut. John 
Dwight Filley Jr., who was killed 
in action, was dedicated. 

Flag to Be Perpetual. 

The flagpole, which is 50 feet 
high and imbedded in granite, is 
at the Easton entrance to the court. 
The flag is endowed in perpetuity 
to be raised at sunrise and lowered 
at sunset each day. A bronze tab- 
let at its base bears the name of 
the one to whom it is dedicated. 

Iieut. Filley was a grandson of 
former Mayor Oliver D. Filley of 
St. Louis, and for that reason four 
former Mayors of St. Louis—Ed- 
ward A. Noonan, David R. Francis, 
Rolla Wells and Frederick H. 
Kreismann-—were invited to attend 
the dedicatory ceremonies. The 
Rev. Edward S. Travers, who was 
chaplain at West Point and a friend 
of Lieut. Filley, presented the flag 
and pole and Mayor Kiel accepted 
in behalf of the city. 

A disabled veteran, George Har- 
row, opened the ceremonies’ with 
a bugle call and closed with “Taps.” 
A color guard from Jefferson Bar- 
racks raised the flag while the 
Soldan High School Band plaeyd 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” At 2 
p. m. a Scott Field airship and an 
airplane piloted by Capt. Wassall 
flew over the memorial trees and 
dropped flowers.

Places Wreath on Tomb of 
Unknown Soldier While 
His Wife Lays Rose on 
Shrine for Mothers.

Numerous Patriotic Exer- 
cises Conducted in Wash- 
ington; Red Cross Opens 
Annual Roll Call.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Presi- 


dent Coolidge led the nation in ob- 
servance of Armistice day by pay- 
ing tribute at the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier in Arlington Nation- 
al Cemetery. 

As the President entered the 
cemetery, artillery boomed forth 
with a salute of 21 guns, and as 
the presidential party came abreast 
of the Amphitheater, drummers 
and buglers of the Fort Myer band 
gave the customary honors of four 
ruffles and four flourishes. 

President Coolidge and his party, 
led by his military and naval aids, 
came slowly up the walk and 
stopped several paces in front of 
the. tomb. There Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Clarence O. Sherrill, military 


aid, handed the President a wreath. 
The three ‘service detachments, 
consisting of one from the army, 
one from the navy and another 
from the. marine corps, came _ to 
present arms. 


After placing the wreath, the 
President stoqd with uncovered 
head for a moment and then 
turned away. Before the party left 
Mrs. Coolidge stepped up to the 
tomb and laid upon it a single 
white rose, a tribute of the mother- 
hood of the nation, 

After leaving the cemetery, Pres- 
ident Coolidge visited the grave of 
Representative Augustus Peabody 
Gardner, a son-in-law of the late 
Senator Lodge, who died in the 
military service in 1918. Flowers 
to be placed on the grave were 
sent to the President by a woman 
in the crowd gatherad around the 
Unknown Soldier’s tomb. 

Numerous patriotic exercises 
simifar to those in other cities 
were arranged by various organi- 
zations and foreign groups in the 
capital, and the day also marked 
the opening of the annual roll call 
of the American Red Cross. 

The Unknown Soldier's tomb was 
the shrine for many pilgrimages. 

Services in memory of Woodrow 
Wilson in the National Cathedral, 
where he is buried, were arranged 
by the cOmmittee which, prior to 
his death, took charge of the Ar- 
mistice day pilgrimages to his 
home in 8 atreet.

He 
was of the opinion that extensive 
experiments should be made with 
the helium inflation before any de- 
cision was reachéd, since the 
American gas had a materially 
lower lifting ratio than the hydro- 
gen used by the Zeppelin company.

Jurist at Congressman Hill’s 
Trial Rules ‘One-Half of 
1 Per Cent’ Clause Does 
Not Bar Cider or Wine. 


TWO VERSIONS OF 
‘NONINTOXICATING’ 


By the Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 11.—In the 


trial of Congressman John Philip 
Hill, in Federal Court here today 


‘for alleged violations of the Vo!- 


stead act, Judge Morris A. Soper 
ruled that the “one-half of 1 per 
cent” clause in the Volstead law 
does not apply to beverages made 
in the home for home consump- 
tion. 

Judge Soper said: 

“Congress seems to have used 
the word ‘nonintoxicating’ differ- 
ently in one section than it did in 
another. ‘To my mind, Congress 
plainly intended that persons man- 
ufacturing cider and wine exclu- 
sively for use in their homes should 
be in a class by themselves or oth- 
erwise there is no apparent need 
for this section (section 29). 

Cites Opinion of Senator. 

“The only reasonable explana- 
tion for Congress signaling out 
home-made cider and wine-makers 
is that Congress did not intend to 
punish men for such manufacture 
unless the beverage is intoxicating 
in fact. 

“This opinion se@ms to be borne 
out by an opinion expressed in the 
United States Senate in September, 
1919, when the Volstead Act was 
being debated, by the chairman of 
the committee in charge of the 
‘bill. He expressed the opinion 
when this section was added to the 
bill by amendment that cider and 
fruit juices, made exclusively for 
use in the home, must be intoxi- 
cating in fact.” 

Alcoholic Content of 11 Per Cent. 

The ruling was the result of a 
lengthy argument yesterday by 
counsel for Hill and United States 
District Attorney Woodcock. 

The Government chemists test!- 
fied that Hill's home-made wine 
had an alcoholic content as high as 
ll per cent. i 

Hill’s defense was baged on the 
alleged ambiguity of Section 29, of 
the Volistead act, which permits the 
manufacture of home-made fruit 
juices and cider, provided they are 
“nonintoxicating,” but forbids their 
sale to anyone except those who 
have a permit to make vinegar 
from the cider. 

Hill Testifies for Himeecif. 

Hill, himself, was the first wit- 
ness for the defense. He said in 
response to questions of his attor- 
neys, that he had had correspond- 
ence with Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Haynes concerning wine and 
cider, but District Attorney Wood- 
cock objected to the introduction 
of the correspondence as evidence 
and was sustained by the court. 
The court also sustained Wood- 
cock's objection to Hill's offering 
as evidence his notification sent to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue 
that he intended to engage in the 
home manufacture of wine and 
cider. | | 

To end the examination, Wood- 
cock said the Government would 
admit that Hill had made the wine 
and cider exclusively for use in 
his own home. 

Hill then described how he had 
made the grape juice and said he 
had followed instructions of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

He had drank it, he sald, while 
it was still in process of fermen- 
tation. It had no effect upon him, 
but it would have nauseated him 
before it became intoxicating be- 
cause of its sweetness, he said.

Cabinet Approves Finance Minis- 
ter’s Plan to Cut Ot1 2000 
of His Workers.

PARIS, Nov. 11.—The reduction 
of the number of Government em- 
ployes was decided by the Cabinet 
last night when it approved 
Finance Minister Clementel’s plan 
to cut down the force of the min- 
istry of finance by 2800.

Prohibition Commissioner Roy 
A. Haynes and his assistant, James 
E. Jones, were the last witnesses 
called for the defense. They were 
asked to produce and testify to the 
correspondence between them and 
Hill, but the District Attorney ob- 
jected and they were not allowed 
to testify by the Court. 

It was expected the case would 
be argued this afternoon and 
might be given to the jury this 
evening. 


Issue Raised by Prosecutor. 

Woodcock raised the point yes- 
terday of whether the Volstead act 
prohibits the home manufacture 
of cider or fruit juices, or whether 
a jury must decide the intoxicating 
content of juices so manufactured. 

He raisea the question when 
put to the first defense witness, Dr. 
John J. McGinity. Admitting that 
he had attended Hill’s “cider par- 
ty” recently, Dr. McGinity was not 
permitted to state whether he hadi 
seen any one there intoxicated. 

The District Attorney declared 
the latter question irrelevant, as- 
serting that the Volstead act spe- 
cifically says any beverage contain- 
ing more than one-half of 1 per 
cent alcohol !s intoxicating. Coun- 
sel for Congressman Hil] contend- 
ed that the law did not prohibit 
the manufacture of nonintoxicat- 
ing fruit juices for use in the home, 
provided they were nonintoxicating 
In fact, and the argument contin- 
ued for nearly two hours. 

The Government closed its case 
after introducing chemists who tes- 
tified that the alcoholic content of 
Hill’s cider ranged from .06 to 2.7 
per cént, and that of the wine from 
3.34 to 11.64 per cent. 


Court’s Ruling Likely to Change 
Dry Enforcement Polictes. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The 
ruling of Federal Judge Soper in 
the case of Congressman Hill at 
Baltimore today is regarded here 
as necessitating a revision of the 
policies and regulations followed 
by the Prohibition Commissioner. 

On the other hand, the ruling 
sustains the position taken by the 
Department of Justice four years 
ago, in an opinion written by As- 
sistant Attorney-General Frierson, 
and since followed by the depart- 
ment. 

Attempts have been made by the 
Prohibition Unit on several occa- 
sions to obtain from the Depart- 
ment of Justice a revision of the 
Frierson opinion, but without 
avail, and the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue and Prohibition Unit 
have chosen to continue the view 
that the one-half of one per cent 
clause in the Volstead act applied 
to home-made fruit juices. 

The opinion in the case of the 
Maryland Representative, the first 
of several decisions likely to result 
from questions raised by him. 
probably therefore vill force an 
accord in the policies of the two 
agencies concerned with prohibl- 
tion enforcement and prosecutions.

Two Minutes Silence at 11 
A. M.—King in. Throng at 
Unknown Soldier’s Tomb.

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Tens of 
thousands of the people of London 
gathered today around the Ceno- 
taph in sorrowful yet proud  re- 
membrance of their one million kin 
who died in the war that came .v 
an end six years ago. 

Whitehall was thronged its en- 
tire length by subjects of the far- 
flung British Empire, most of 
whom wore red poppies bought 
with pennies and pounds to hep 
the men who came away halt, Jame 
and blind from the fields of Flan- 
ders and from the other battile- 
grounds of the great war. 

At the core of the crowd stood 
the King. He and his two eider 
sons, the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of York placed wreaths at 
the foot of the cenotaph just ne- 
fore Big Ben in his tower, rising 
above the Houses of Parliament 
tolled eleven, the hour which end- 
ed the greatest of wars. 

On the echo of the tolling of tne 
great bell there came a hushed 
silence and for two minutes the 
crowds stood in reverent quietude. 
Throughout the British Isles the 
same two moments were given over 
to silent remembrance of the Em- 
pire’s dead. 

While the King and his civilian 
subjects gathered around the ceno- 
taph the forces which defend the 
crown and country at sea, on laid 
and in the air held a memorial 
service of their own within the 
storied walls of Westminster Aoney 
where the unknown soldier lies.

The spectators were treated to a 
flow of badinage on the part of 
Judge, counsel! and plaintiff in 
which the propriety of wearing 
flesh-colored hose, tight skirts and 
other modern fashion innovations 
in the staid old House of Parlia- 
ment, was both -serlously and 
lightly discussed.

What is the United States doing 
in aviation? ‘ 

The Post-Dispatch and the New 
York World have just completed an 
exhaustive inquiry into the‘ situa- 
tion, gathering the data from the 
War, Navy and Postoffice Depart- 
ments, and presenting for the first 
time, even to these officials, a com- 
plete statement of just what has 
happened and what ought to hap 
pen if American pre-eminence is to 
be regained and maintained. The 
details of this inquiry will be pre- 
sented in a series of articles, of 
which the following is one.

been spent by the United States 
Government for aviation during 
the past five years. Since 1920, 
his nation has spent more than 
$350,000,000 for aviation—a fig- 
ure comparable to the stupendous, 
and once considered scandalous, 
cost of aviation during the war. 
The cost of war aviation is now 
rated at approximately $425,000,- 
000. Of this sum, $382,131,- 
113.50 was expended by the Army 
according to the Army’s own fig- 
ures. The actual cost of naval! 
aviation has never been made 
public, but it undoubtedly makes 
up the difference. 

If all aviation costs during the, 
past five years were reckoned, in- 
cluding expenditures -left over 
from the war, theY might easily 
reach the $425,000,000 aviation 
cost during the war. 


What U. S. Has to Show. 
What has the Government to 


show for this? It has an Army 
air service, a Navy bureau of 
aeronautics and a Postoffice De- 
partment air mail—plus so large a 
group of minor aeronautical efforts 
that the total runs into 21 bureaus. 
of these, only the air mail can be 
rated a real success. The air mail 


knows what it’s after, attends to 
business and gets excellent results. 

The Army air service and the 
Navy bureau of aeronautics (the 
latter, in fairness, to a lesser de- 
gree) are floundering along doing 
the best they can on a sort of 
hand-to-mouth existence. They 
have only a vague idea of what 
they’re supposed to do or how 
they’re going to do it. 

The reason for it is that this na- 
tion has no such thing as an avia- 
tion policy. There is no one re- 
sponsible for aviation. There is 
only a muddle. And, as a result, 
there is very little to show for the 
huge expenditures taxpayers have 
been forced to make. Neither the 
Army nor the Navy has anything 
like the aircraft each ought to 
have. 

There is a possibjlity that this 
condition may be remedied in the 
near future. Public interest has 
been aroused in aeronautics as the 
result of recent exploits of Amerj- 
can pilots. Our planes have flown 
268 miles an hour, stayed in the 
air 30 hours, carried 4000-pound 
bombs, reached an altitude of 35.- 
0008 feet, crossed the Atlantic, made 
a nonstop flight of 2700 ~miles. 
crossed the-continent from daylight 
to dusk, sunk battleships 70 miles 
at sea, fiown around the worl. 

Hearings Public Interest.

What Can Be Done Now. 

The provinces of the two serv- 
ices could be clearly defined. The 
co-operation row existing could be 
greatly extended. Overlapping and 
duplication could be wiped out. 
JeMlousies might be eliminated, al- 
though, where competition exists, 
there probably must be some jeal- 
ousy. Most important of all, some 
of the huge overhead necessary 
now might be cut down to make 
more‘ money available for aircraft. 


Planes and more planes should 
be kept ever in mind, for yoy 
can’t fly buildings and factories, 
not even executive offices. 

Little need be said about the 
Postoffice Department. Since 1918 
about $8,500,000 has beeh expend- 
ed on the air mail, with an inven- 
tory of $3,500,000 showing today. 
In the fiscal year 1924 $1,900,000 
was appropriated. For 1925 the 
total, in order to permit experi- 
mentation, has been extended to | 
$2,750,000. An annual income of 
$700,000 has been built up. ; 

The Postoffice Department has 
75 planes, all De Havilands, ob- 
tained from the army for nothing 
and rebuilt at a cost of $2000 
each. They fly regularly and on 
schedule time, every day. Last 
year they flew 1,639,000 miles, 
with a record of 97.62, which 
means that, out of every 100 
flights 97 were finished on time.

BALDWIN REVIEWS WORLD 
AFFAIRS IN SPEECH AT THE | 
LORD MAYOR’S BANQUET 


Welcomes Germany Into League of Nations 
and Hopes United States Will Continue 
to Help From the Sidelines. 


. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 11.—Great Brit- 


ain’s first Labor Cabinet did not 
hold office long enough to have 
the privilege of appearing at the 
time-honored Lord Mayor's ban- 


quet. Thus, Stanley Baldwin, the 
new Prime Minister, the principal 
guest at last year’s banquet, was 
again the guest of honor last night 
at Guild Hall when all the Con- 
servative Ministers and their wives 
gathered together. The American, 
Spanish, Italian and Japanese Am- 
bassadors and the Chilean Min- 
ister were also present. 

While the guests were assem- 
bling in the library, it was ob- 
served that Austen Chamberlain, 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs,, was 
in animated conversation with the 
Spanish Ambassador. Later 
Chamberlain, toasting the Foreign 
Ambassadors, emphasized the em- 
pire’s desire for peace. Alluding 
to the United States, he said: 

“We rejoice at the co-operation 
of the United States and trust that 
that co-operation in_ whatever 
form might appear fitting to the 
President an@ Senate will not be 
withheld from us in the difficul- 
ties we have to face.”’ 

He also made reference to the 
great services rendered to  hu- 
manity by the League of Nations. 
He was happy, he said, to couple 
with the toast the name of the 
Spanish Ambassador, to whom he 
paid warm tribute for his personal 
qualities, which had won him the 
regard of the British meople. 

The Spanish Queen. the Foreign 
Secretary pointed out, wasa Prin- 
cess of-the British royal house and 
Spain a country with which Great 
Britain was intimately associated 
by ties of peaceful industry and 
between Spain and England there 
existed nothing to”disturb the har- 
mony of their relations, 

Senor Alfonzo Merry Del al, re- 
plying in behalf of the ‘diplomatic 
corps, expressed deepest gratitude 
to Mr. Chamberlain for his allu- 
sions to the Spanish sovereigns. He 
mentioned that this was the first 
time the foreign envoys of every 
nation had had the opportunity of 
speaking to Mr. Chamberlain in 
his capacity as ,Foreign Secretary. 
It was no effort for him to say 
that all considered Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s appointment as a most 
happy thought and they looked 
forward confidently to their fu- 
ture relations with -him. 

Tribute to MacDonald. 

The Lord Mayor toasted Iis 
Majesty's Ministers. In replying, 
Premier Baldwin made a passing 
reference to the elections and cre- 
ated laughter by saying that just 
as the ancient forms of Gog and 
Magog presided over’this banquo*, 
sc he had placed two giants, ore 
over the treasury to guard the 
pockets of the people, the other at 
the Foreign Office to guard the 
British policy abroad—this being 
an allusion to Churchill and Cham- 
berlain. : 

Because he had just come into 
office, he must omit the customary 
review. of the situation at home 
and abroad. ._He could say,. how- 
ever, with the full approval of his 
colleagues, that the main object 
of the Government's foreign policy 
would be stability and continuity. 

‘We stand by the peace treaties,” 
he said, “and will cultivate good 
relations with all foreign countries 
onthe basis of those treaties. 
That this is no policy of stagnation 
is shown by the action taken by 
the last Unionist administration, 
which led directlyto the Dawes re- 
port and the London conference, 
that, under the able direction of 
Ramsay MacDonald, proved so suc- 
cessful. 

“Not only was the conference 
valuable in itself.” he continued, 
“but it had special significance in 
that it marked the re-entry of the 
United States into European af- 
fairs. His Majesty's Go ment, 
while fully understanding the pe- 
culiar circumstances which render 
difficult continuous co-operation of 
America in European affairs, can- 
not but express their appreciation 
and gratitude-for the leading part 
played by America in the negotia-

basis of our system, by which we 
should fall into a pit of poverty 
and misery.” 

The Air Minister, Sir Samuel 
Hoare, was able to reassure the citi- 
zens of London that, thanks to the 
coritinuity of the policy of his pred- 
ecessor, Lord Thomson, the air de- 
fense of British shores was substan- 
tially better than a year ago. 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—Prime Min-

JUST- A MINUTE

TON SAUK. 


Down in the joyful Arcadia Valley, & 
handful of choice, vibrant spirits, without 
axes to grind, are urging the acquisition of 


the Ton Sauk wilderness by the State of 
Missouri for a public park. Among them 
are Louis Miller, pioneer resident and 
encyclopedia of information relating to the 
Ozarks; Frank Nuderscher, the famed 
painter of Missouri's mountains, and Arthur 
Lambert, well-known St. Louisan, who has 
a home in the valley. * 

As has been told in the columns of the 
Post-Dispatch, there is in the State Treas- 
ury at this time a fund of approximately 
$200,000, collected from fishermen and 
hunters in the form of license fees, avail- 
able for the purchase of a State park and 
game preserve. 

The Ton Sauk (locally corrupted into 
“Tom Suck") tract is a wild stretch of for- 
est .covering Ton Sauk Mountain, an un- 
broken. undulating, symmetrical range of 
lofty hills, reaching at ome point the alti- 
tude of nearly 1900 feet, the highest crest 
in the Missouri Ozarks. It lies directly west 
of the triplets of Arcadia, Valley—Arcadia, 
Ironton and Pilet Knob—with its northern 
and eastern segments in Iron County and 
its bulk in Reynolds County, and is best 
reached from these towns by a 15-mile trip, 
in a general southwesterly direction, over 
the road leading past heary Buzzard Moun- 
tain, High Top. and through the sleepy 
village of Munger. 

The tract is, roughly. 10 miles square. 
hence its actual area approximates 64.000 
acres. According to reliable information 
gathered by the writer on a recent visit to 
the Ton Sauk country, the land can be 
purchased for from $2 to $4 per acre. Fig- 
uring at an average cost of $3 per acre. the 
entire 64.000 acres could be bought for 
about $192.000. Mr. Miller told me some 
of this land can be had for 50 cents an 
acre, while there is little likelihood of any 
of it ever being.worth more than $4. 

Ton Sauk Mountain derives its name from 
a legendary chief of the Piankishaw In- 
dians, whose daughter. Mini Sauk. fell in 
love with a brave belonging to a hostile 
neighboring tribe. As the legend runs. he 
was one day surprised at his wooing, made 
captive, dragged to the highest peak of 
the mountain and tortured. Surviving this, 
further misery was devised for him. Ton 
Sauk divided his Piankishaws into small 
bands armed with spears. A band was 
stationed en each ledge of the mountainside 
from its crest to its foot. The unfortunate 
captive was then caught upon the spear 
points of the band on the summit and 
tossed to the band fust below, who caught 
him on their lances and tossed him to the 
next band. This was continued until the 
captive finally lay dead im a pool of gore 
at the foot of the mountain. 

So overcome with grief at this perform- 
ance was Mini Sauk that she called down 
upon her people the curse of the Great 
Spirit. Immediately a shaft of lightning 
rent the crest of the mountain and there 
came forth from its depths «4 spring of pure 
water that overflowed and bounded down 
the mountain ledges where the suffering 
prisoner had been tortured. washing away 
the blood that the cruel Piankishaws had 
spilled. 

Whether there ts any foundation for the 
legend will never be known. At any rate 
ft has been current in the Ton Sauk country 
for many years. Walter B. Stevens has 
used ft in his “Histery of Misseuri.” as 
have other earlier writers. Today the ad- 
venturous will find the pool of crystal water 
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on the summit of old Ton Sauk, and the 
Falis of Mini Sauk, spraying themeelves 
down the face of the mountain, as they 
have done ever since white men first came 
upon them in the wilderness. 

The Ton Sauk country contains about 60 
varieties of trees native to Missouri, many 
species of wild flowers, ferns, shrubs, wild 
frufts ang nuts. There is everything in the 
way of furred life from wild cats to chip- 
munks, and several kinds of game fish. 

During the course of 20 years’ wanderifig 
over that part of Missouri that Schoolcraft 
called its “Semi!i-Alpine Region” I have seen 
no bit ef wilderness that is as typical of 
the entire Ozark area as the Ton Sauk 
tract. That, when concurred in by other 
better and more inflvential minds, is rea- 
son enough why f should be acquired by 
the State. For other reasons I submit: 

First, with proportionately small cost ft 
could be made accessible by highway and 
railroad. Second, it is nearer the center 
of population in Missouri than any other 
site offered for park purposes. Third. it 
is cheaper by about $8 to $21 per acre than 
other sites. Fourth, despite the fact that 
there has been some cutting by timber 
as to make an ideal site for the preservation 
and propagation, in a natural setting, of wild 
game of all kinds, and, in addition. Black 
River. which flows through the tract, 
would lend itself admirably to fish-hatthing 
projects. Fifth, the tract can be acquired 
in one parcel and not in disjointed frag- 
ments, as is the case with many of the 
other possible park sites. Sixth, there are 
many spectacular natural attractions, such 
as Mini Sauk Falls, Miriam Joy Falls (Mis- 
sourts “Grand Canyon”). a fantastic natu- 
ral sculpture in porphyry. the caves and 
cliffs of Black River, the Devil's Toll Gate. 
a narrow cleft in the rock on the road to 
the mountain, and a number of picturesque 
gorges on Black River. Seventh, inasmuch 
as agriculture and other industry is almost 
absent from the Ton Sauk country. with- 
drawing it from private use could be ac- 
complished with little disturbance of its 
economic balance. 

The region has rtcently 
a representative of the State Fish and 
Game Commissioner and the proposition 
eutlined above will soon be brought to the 
attention of Gov. Hyde and Commissioner 
Wielandy for consideration.

Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia. 

The ruling was made in a test 
case involving Ambrosio Javier, 
born in the Philippines, and. who 
declared, Nov. 30, 1921, his inten- 
tion of becoming an American citi- 
zen. Opposition of the Bureau of 
s Naturalization to the granting of 


ruled. 

The position of the bureau was 
based solely on the ground that 
a Filipino,’ unless entitled by vir- 
tue of military or naval service, 
was not eligible for naturalization 
under the provisions of any ap- 
plicable law of the United States. 

The bureau claimed that the 
Filipinos did not owe permanent 
allegiance to the United States and 
quoted the preamble of the auto- 
nomy act of Aug. 29, 1916, in 
which appears the statement that 
it “always has been the purpose 
of the people of the United States 
to withdraw their sovereignty over 
the Philippine Islands and to rec- 
ognize their independence as soon 
as a stable government could be 
established there.” 

Justice’s View of Question. 

Justice Hoehling declared there 
was no specific legislation by Con- 
gress as to the naturalization of 
native-born Filipinos not having 
military or naval service but draw- 
ing analogy through the action of 
Congress in providing for the nat- 
uralization of the Porto Ricans and 
the debates accompanying the pag- 
sage of that act, the Court reported 
the conclusion that Congress had 
in mind relief for the native-born 
Filipino who might come here and 
take up his permanent residence.

That was his statement when he 
was questioned in connection with 
the deaths of Maybelle Exley Duf- 
fy and John Duffy, whose bodies 
| were found in a flat and on a 

roadside within a few hours of 
each other. He made similar state- 
ments when authorities asked him 
about the deaths of numerous al- 
leged beer runners and zunmen at 
various times. 

O’Bannion bought his parents a 
home, furnished a beautiful apart- 
ment for himself and bought a 
ranch in Colorado. Police said he 
spent freely, gave freely and lent 
freely, that he was generous agd 
loyal to his friends.

Ritola, who recently returned to 
this country and plans an indoor 
campaign which he had hoped 
would give him a chance to com- 
pete against Nurmi, is at his best 
at distances of 500 meters, or 
three miles up. Nurmi.has shown 
his ability to break records at dis- 
tances of one to seven miles, but 
over half mile and mile routes he 
would eliminate Ritola as a rival! 
and find American talent as his 
ealy opposition. 

Rivals at Paris Games. 

Whether the feeling which in 
Paris last summer was eaid to have 


existed between Nurmi and Ritola 
has had anything to do with the 
former's decision was not revealed 
in word received here. It was no 
secret. however, that the two Fin- 
nish stars were “out for blood” ev- 
ery time they met during the 
Olympics. Nurmi was always vic- 
terious, but he was given his clos- 
est call in the 6000-meter event. 
when he finished a*bare yard 
ahead of Ritola. 

Nufmi, however, who is a keen 
athietic sudent as well as a creat 
performer, is believed to have de- 
cided upon shorter races chiefly in 
order to run no risks of “burning 
himself out” before giving indoor 
racing his first real test.
